SUBJECT: ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY CONCERNING US MILITARY 
INSTALLATIONS 

1 . FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF DEPSECDEF MEMORANDUM OF JUNE 14 
1977 (CITED IN SEPTEL) ADDRESSED TO THE SECRETARIES OF THE 
MILITARY DEPARTMENTS, THE CHAIRMAN OF THE JOINT CHIEFS OF 
STAFF, AND THE DIRECTORS OF DEFENSE AGENCIES, QUOTE: 

SUBJECT: CLARIFICATION OF DOD ENVIRONMENTAL POLICY CONCERN- 
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ING INSTALLATIONS LOCATED IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 

THIS IS TO PROVIDE CLARIFICATION ON THE FUNDING OF POLLUTION 
ABATEMENT PROJECTS AND ON PROVIDING HOST COUNTRY ENVIRON- 
MENTAL OFFICIALS' ACCESS TO US CONTROLLED FACILITIES. 

SECTION 3(C) OF THE ATTACHED EXECUTIVE ORDER ESTABLISHES US 
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POLLUTION ABATEMENT POLICY FOR THE OPERATION OF US CONTROLLED 
FACILITIES IN HOST COUNTRIES. THAT POLICY PROVIDES THAT 
FEDERAL AGENCIES WILL CONSTRUCT AND OPERATE FEDERAL FACILI- 
TIES OUTSIDE US TERRITORY TO COMPLY WITH THE SUBSTANTIVE 
ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION STANDARDS OF GENERAL APPLICABILITY 
IN THE HOST COUNTRY OR JURISDICTIONS CONCERNED. 

THE PHRASE, 'ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION STANDARDS OF GENERAL 
APPLICABILITY IN THE HOST COUNTRY OR JURISDICTIONS CON- 
CERNED,' MEANS, UNLESS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN STATUS OF 
FORCES ARRANGEMENTS, THE APPLICABLE POLLUTION CONTROL 
STANDARDS IN EFFECT AND ENFORCED PURSUANT TO THE NATIONAL 
POLLUTION CONTROL LAWS OF THE HOST COUNTRY. IT DOES NOT 
MEAN POLLUTION CONTROL STANDARDS ENACTED OR ADOPTED BY 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL UNITS OR POLITICAL SUBDIVISIONS WHICH 
ARE NOT IMPLEMENTATIONS OF NATIONAL POLLUTION CONTROL LAWS 
OF THE HOST COUNTRY. 

FOR US PROVIDED FIXED FACILITIES, THE DOD COMPONENT CUR- 
RENTLY OPERATING THE FACILITY SHALL PROGRAM TO UPGRADE 
THE FACILITIES PURSUANT TO THE POLICY SET FORTH HEREIN. 

IN THE DESIGN OF NEW FIXED FACILITIES FOR DOD USE, THOSE 
POLLUIION CONTROL MEASURES SHALL BE INCORPORATED INTO THE 
BASIC DESIGN TO CONFORM WITH THIS POLICY. 

FOR FACILITIES PROVIDED BY THE HOST COUNTRY FOR US USE, 
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ALL NECESSARY CORRECTIONS TO MEET ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION 
STANDARDS ARE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE HOST COUNTRY, UN- 
LESS OTHERWISE PROVIDED UNDER PERTINENT STATUS OF FORCES 
ARRANGEMENTS. IF FACILITIES PROVIDED BY THE HOST COUNTRY 
ARE NOT ADEQUATE TO PROTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH OF US PER- 
SONNEL, AND IF NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE HOST COUNTRY FAIL TO 
RESOLVE THE PROBLEM. THE DOD COMPONENT SHOULD PROGRAM 
FUNDS FOR NECESSARY CORRECTIONS. 

MOBILE SOURCES, I.E., VESSELS, AIRCRAFT, AND VEHICLES, 

WHICH ARE MANUFACTURED IN THE US WILL BE DESIGNED TO 
COMPLY WITH APPLICABLE US POLLUTION STANDARDS. IF ANY. 
OPERATION OF MOBILE SOURCES IN A HOST COUNTRY SHALL BE 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE STATUS OF FORCES ARRANGE- 
MENT. IF NO STATUS OF FORCES ARRANGEMENT EXISTS, OPERA- 
TION SHALL BE CONSISTENT WITH THE SUBSTANTIVE POLLUTION 
CONTROL STANDARDS THAT THE HOST COUNTRY'S MILITARY FORCES 
OBSERVE UNTIL AN ARRANGEMENT ON THE SUBJECT IS WORKED OUT. 
UNLESS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN A STATUS OF FORCES ARRANGE- 
MENT, TRANSIENT MOBILE SOURCES OR THOSE SOURCES TEMPORARILY 
WITHIN A FOREIGN JURISDICTION ARE SUBJECT TO THAT COUNTRY'S 
STANDARDS TO THE EXTENT SPECIFIED BY THE CLEARANCE FOR THE 
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VISIT. 

THE STATUS OF FORCES ARRANGEMENT WILL GOVERN THE ACCESS 
BY HOST COUNTRY ENVIRONMENTAL OFFICIALS TO US CONTROLLED 
FIXED FACILITIES. IF THERE ARE NO PROVISIONS GOVERNING 
ACCESS, THE SENIOR US COMMANDER OF US FORCES IN THE HOST 
COUNTRY SHALL DETERMINE IF ACCESS IS IN THE BEST INTEREST 

OF THE US. IF SO, ACCESS MAY BE GRANTED TO HOST COUNTRY 
ENVIRONMENTAL OFFICIALS RESPONSIBLE FOR NATIONAL POLLUTION 
CONTROL MATTERS. THE US AMBASSADOR TO THE COUNTRY SHAH. 

BE ADVISED IF ACCESS IS DENIED. 

’STATUS OF FORCES ARRANGEMENTS' MEANS AGREEMENTS ON THE 
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STATIONING OR OPERATIONS OF FORCES TO WHICH THE US IS A 
PARTY, SUCH AS MULTILATERAL OR BILATERAL STATIONING OR 
BASE RIGHTS AGREEMENTS AND ARRANGEMENTS OR UNDERSTANDINGS 
CONCLUDED THEREUNDER. END QUOTE CHRISTOPHER 
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
